Campaign Funds 


When early in the present session of 
parliament Mr, Bennett said that electoral 
corruption was widespread in Canada, he 


| “started something”. Maybe it would have 


started anyway; it should have started 
long ago. In any case, the response of 
Prime Minister King is a bill dealing with 
contributions to political parties and elec- 
tion campaign expenses. If parliament— 
including Mr. Bennett and his associates— 
approves, there will hereafter be no such 
thing as secret contributions to campaign 
funds, There will also be a limit to cam- 
paign expenses in any constituency. And 
deposit slips and cheque stubs to show 
who made the contributions and who got 
money fram the funds. There will be an 
official also, to see that the law is en- 
forced and the system made to work. 

No one needs to be told that this is a 
revolutionary proposal. And among mem- 
bers of the Liberal and Conservative par- 
ties there must be a pretty general feeling 
that the revolution should have occurred 


long since. These parties have been sub- 
jected to sevefe criticism on the ground 
that they accepted campaign contributions 
from unknown sources — in some cases 
from parties who expected a return favor 
in the way of a tariff boost or a contract. 
Neither party can claim that the criticism 
has always been undeserved, or that heavy 
contributors have not been rewarded. The 
bill, if passed as drawn, will free them 
from such accusations, and their members 
from embarrassment. They should wel- 
come the change. 

Political campaigns cannot be run 
without money. The plan embodied in this 
bill is that the money shall be raised by 
open and above-board contributions, and 
spent openly and under official supervi- 
sion. That will discourage large contribu- 
tions from parties with private ends to 
oo Which means that the rank and file 

will have to contribute to support their 
parties—as they now contribute to support 
service clubs, community leagues and 
other voluntary associations carried on for 
other, but no more praiseworthy, purposes. 
And why shouldn't they?

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCoy 

Many people enjoy eating fresh fruit before 
bedtime and find that this practice improves the 
intestinal elimination. The action of the cellu- 
lose and mild fruit acids encourages the peris- 
talic activity in a stimulating way which is bene- 
ficial. ’ 

However, this habit is most likely to succeed 
in cases of atonic constipation, in which the 
colon is relaxed and lazy. It is not so likely to 
succeed in cases of spastic constipation in which 
parts of the colon are narrowed, tightened up, 
and irritable. 

In many foreign countries it is customary to 
use six or eight meals during the day, and al- 
though I do not advocate overeating, it seems 
that these people do well, providing the meals 
are not too large or heavy. Those wishing to 
adopt a similar schedule of eating will find that 
whenever more than three meals a day are used, 
it is a good plan to make the bedtime meal of 
fruit. 

The average meal leaves the stomach in about 
four hours, and for this reason all heavy meals 
should be spaced at least four or five hours apart. 
Fruit or fruit juices, when used alone, leave the 
stomach more rapidly. For this reason, when 
a patient is on a fruit juice diet it is advisable to 
take the feedings at intervals of every two 
hours. 

Those who become hungry between meals or 
at night may use one kind of fresh fruit with 
benefit. This is much better than filling up on 
sweets. When the fresh fruits are in season, they 
may be taken and cherries, apricots, peaches, 
and others may be used. However, diring the 
early spring period the available fruits are 
limited as to variety and oranges and apples are 
practically the only fresh ones available. These 
may be used, or orange juice, tomato juice or 
pineapple juice may be substituted for the whole 
fruits. When using the juice before bedtime it 
is a good plan to make this a real fruit juice 
feeding, using at least eight ounces of the kind 
of juice preferred. 

However, in those having a tendency toward 
irritability of the bladder, so much liquid being 
taken just before retiring may have the unde- 
sirable effect of causing it to be necessary to 
awaken during the night to empty the bladder. 
In such cases, the whole fruit may be used in- 
stead. 

It is my belief that although fruit is a very 
valuable food, it is best taken by itself and not 
with a meal containing heavier foods, particu- 
larly starches. I do not find that the acid of the 
fruit combines well with the starches of an or- 
dinary mixed meal and feel that if you wish to 
get the greatest amount of good from your fruit 
eating, it is advisable to take the fruit by itself. 

When using fruit before bedtime, try to space 
it so that the fruit is not taken any sooner than 
three or four hours after the dinner meal. In 
this way you will get all of the healthful effect 
of the fruit without interfering with the diges- 
tion of the preceding meal. . 

Those who are bothered by the problem of 
what to use for lunch will find that fruit may be 
taken chenbenblly as the entire luncheon meal 
with good effect. Use whatever amount is de- 
sired of the fruit as a substitute for the ordinary 
lunch. As the fruit will leave the stomach fairly 
rapidly you will probably get hungry a little 
later on, when it is all right to use a little more 
of the fruit. 

If you are hungry before going to bed, get 


into the habit of helping yourself to fruit or fruit 
juice. This is a good health habit, if you will 
follow the instructions which I have outlined.
